Ha was 
burled in an old graveyard In a field 
near the pike leading Irom Spring- 
field to Lebanon by the side of hla 
mother. Hla grave la marked by an 
unpretentious atone, bearing the sim- 
ple Inirlptlon, “Ben Hardin, of 
Bardstown." Mix. Hardin bad preced- 
ed her husband to the grave in Aug- 
ust, her death being hastened by con- 
stant attendance upon Mr. Hardin. 
She la burled in the midst of children 
and relatives. A msrble shaft that 
has been sadly disfigured by vandsls 
marks her last resting place. The 
only Inscription It bears Is "Elizabeth 
Barbons Hardin, Wile ol Ben Har- 
din." Mr. Hardin was a large slave 
owner, and on account ol hla leniency 
to them It was proverbial that they 
were the moat worthless negroes In 
the State. Hsidin often said It took 
all he could earn st bis profession to 
support them. 

Morton’s Springs, celebrated in the 
early annala of the State as furnish- 
ing water to tbe first pioneers ot 
Bardstown, is located on the old Har- 
din farm, and, although It la hall a 
mile from the residence, Mr. Hardin 
would drink no other water while at 
home. This spring now operates one 
ol the largest distilleries In this see 
of the State.

These ad- 
ded rooms and the hall are unusually 
large and airy. The hall is entered 
by a large door In front and contains 
a massive old-fashioned staircase con- 
necting with the npper story. A 
later occupant added a handsome 
veianda to the house, which 
greatly improves its general appear- 
ance. This dwelling was erected be- 
tween 1819 and 1822 by Mr. Hardin 
on land that waa contained In the 
original pre-emptioa of Bardstown. 
The tract contains abont 250 acres of 
aa fine soil aa there la In Nelson 
connty. A wide lawn In front of the 
residence stretches down to one of the 
streets of the town, and is liberally

Judges Gnffy and Settle met here 
Saturday afternoon in joint disease 
ion. Judge Gnffy's appointment had 
been arranged first, bnt he consented 
to r division of time with Jndge Set- 
tle. Gnffy’e speech was well receiv- 
ed and enthusiastically punctuated 
with rounds of applanse by the 500 
representative voters of Ohio conntv, 
who had gathered to hear the Chief 
Justice discuss his record as Jndge of 
the Conrt of Appeals. 

Judge Settle followed in an hour 
and twenty minutes reply. 

Judge tiufly gave Judge Settle the 
following qneations to answer, viz: 

First— Do you believe the present 
law oi the State, providing lor the 
collection of a tax on the value of 
Iranchise. Is constitntiona ? 

Judge Settle answered in the affirm- 
ative, and said: "I believe it is con- 

stitutional snd shonld be enforced. I 
am in lavor of all corporations paying 
s iranchise tax.” 

Second— Do yon believe the late 
William Goebel received more legal 
votes for Governor in 1899 than W. 
S Taylor received? 

In an evasive manner Judge Settle 
said he signed the petition asking 
Goebel to contest, and that he would 
not be an honest man U be did not 
believe that he received a majority of 
the legal votes cast. 

Third — Did yon in any manner rec- 
ommend or advise that Wm. Goebel 
conteat the election of W. S. Taylor 
in 1899? 

Judge Settle admitted that his name 
was signed to the petition with oth- 
ere, and said that he assumed tbe re- 
sponsibility resulting from the con- 
teat. 

Fourth— Do yon believe that an 
employe ol e corporation should have 
the right to rcover ol a corporation 
damages lor negligent or wrongful 
acts of another employe of aald corpo- 
ration superior in authority to the in- 
jured party?

So long had Krajecak been without 
money and Irleuda the promise ol 
work over joyed him and he became 
demonstratively eHusive to Poliak. 

The two boarded an L train at One 
Hundred and Twenty ninth street 
and were conversing, when suddenly 
the lad stopped In the middle ol a 
sentence. His lips moved but not a 
sound came. 

Poliak questioned him. He tried 
to reply, but not a sound Issued from 
hla Up*. 

Then bis body began to grow rigid 
His eyes gazedly ahead. He was 
taken Irom the train at One Hundred 
and Fifty-ninth street and carried to 
the Poliak home. There he grew 
worse, and though questions were 
shouted In his ear and food and water 
proffered him, he made no sign nor 
sound. 

At the Lebanon Hospital bolllrg 
hot water was poured from a spoon 
on the lad's head, but he did not 
wince. Dr. Reiss diagnosed the case 
as hysteria. 

"It la one of those Inexplicable 
cases resultant from no one knows 
what," said he yesterday. "I believe 
It to be hysteria In a passive form. 
From what I could learn he baa never 
been similarly afflicted."

Norfolk, Va., Oct. l« —United 
States Commissioner Bowden to-day 
held f< r the Federal grand jury Aaron 
Marx, J. A. Codd and L-rais Wasser- 
man, for conspiracy with Intent to 
defraud the United States in the mat- 
ter ot the contract for supplying the 
Norfolk Navy Yard with 100,000 
pounds of beef and a similar amount 
of fresh vegetables. 

All three of the accused were ad- 
mitted to ball in the sum ol $100 
each. The evidence Introduced at 
the hearing showed that Marx, Wass- 
erman, Codd and Richard Eastwood 
met at a hotel In Washington and 
Marx, by paying $150 to each ot the 
others, seenred their bids for the con- 
tract with figures greater than those 
submitted by himself. His bid was 
$15,400 and he secured the contract 
at that sum. Eastwood has not yet 
been arrested. 

Wasserman Is now furnishing the 
Hampton Roads station with an iden- 
tical supply at a contract price of $7,- 
489. Assistant District Attorney 
Miller stated to the Associated Press 
correspondent that Marx was Inform 
ed ol the Investigation being made In- 
to the records of the bids and con- 
tracts by some one connected with 
the department In Washing and that 
an investigation to discover who this 
la will be made.
